SiR:—Ín pursuance of our duty as Trustees of 
the Dakota Hospital for the Insane, we most 
respectfully preseht to you our report, together with 
the reports of the resident officers, for the two 
years ending November 3oth, A. D. 1884. 


In addition.to the maintenance fund, as stated 
in Chapter 5 of the Session Laws of 1885, the Legis- 
lature appropriated, by act of Feb. 234, 1883, the 
further sum of $77,450 as a. Construction Fund, 


authorizing certain additions and improvements to — 


be made to the Hospital as enumerated in Chapter 6, of 
said laws, the total cost of which was not to exceed 
said sum. The bonds authorized by Sec. 2, of 
Chapter 6, having been sold by.the Treasurer, the 
net proceeds placed to the credit of the Hospital 
were $72,171.88. This sum, though much less than 
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the appropriation, has been, in the confident’ belief of 
the Trustees, judiciously used in carrying out the 
beneficent intentions of the Legislature, without a 
deficiency to be reported of any portion, and leaving 


several small balances unexpended on the 3oth of, 


November, 1884. 


In lookitig over the result of their labors, the 
Trustees experience: no little satisfaction, in the con- 
sciousness thatemuch good has been accomplished 
toward the amelioration of the sad condition of the 
inmates of this important institution. Although a 
noble structure is now reared, and many unfortunates 
are deriving daily benefits, yet the capacity of the 
building, as it-now stands, is only for zoo patients. 
It seems to be demonstrated by the Medical Super 


intendent, to whose able and satisfactory report we. 


respectfully call your attention, that another wing to . 


the Hospital will be required, to accommodate these 
helpless wards ofthe 'l'erritory, before the meeting 
of the Legislature of ‘1887, In asking the Governor 
and Legislature to consider favorably our request, 
which we now make, for an appropriation for this 
additional wing, we need but Ло remind them that 
we are dealing with the saddest and most terrible of 
all diseases; the most helpless of all forms of human 
helplessness. In its intimate connection with the poor 
and friendless it calls loudly upon the Territory for 
its most generous саге and protection, It is conceded 
to be a form of disease that excites_the deepest feel- 
ing of compassion, and appeals to the highest 
Christian sympathies and the best wisdom of our 
chosen law-makers. We all realize that this deeply. 


afflicted class of our fellow citizens needs the shelter. 


of a public home, and the aid of the best medical 
skill. ‘They require an institution in which the 


benign principles of love and compassion shall govern. 


all concerned in their care and management. 
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The reports of the resident officers fully reprë-> 
sent the condition and needs of the Hospital, as sey; 
erally represented by them. We’ think they show 
the fact that the institution is now managed with, 
proper charity, efficiency and economy. While they 
have cared for these wards of the Territory with 
scrupulous fidelity and liberality, the expense of their 
keeping, per capita, scarcely exceeds the sum of 
$2.22 per week. | у 

We regret to have to report a deficiency in the _ 
maintenance fund, in the item of fuel. The sum of 
$4,000.00 was appropriated for fuel and lights. 
Though used with reasonable care and economy, this 
fund was exhausted early in the spring of 1884. In 
this emergency the Trustees were obliged to enter 
into an arrangement for an amount of fuel, supposed 
to be sufficient, until another appropriation could be 
reached. "This was accomplished in a satisfactory 
manner, through the exertions of the Hon. J. R. San- 
born, one of the Board of Trustees, who visited Mil- 
waukee for the purpose. No more expense has been 
incurred, under this contract, than would -Һауе been 
necessary inthe ordinary way. ‘The Northwestern 
Fuel Company, of Milwaukee, deserve honorable 

‚ mention for thus promptly coming to our relief, and 
furnishing the requisite amount of fuel on the credit 
of the Territory. | 


It will be seen by reference to the report of the 
` Medical Superintendent, that his estimate for fuel, 

for the ensuing two years, is $15,000 or $7,500 for a 
single year. 'lhissum, under the increasing demands 
of the Hospital, and in anticipation of an additional 
wing, is believed by the Board of Trustees to be a 
reasonable estimate. “The State Hospital of Wis- 
consin, for the single year ending Sept. 30, 1882, 
expended for fuel alone the sum of $16,058.15. 
Other similar institutions, it is found, vary from these 
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figures only according to the latitude in which they 


are located. 


Our agricultural achievements, as exhibited in. 
the report of the Steward of the Hospital, are 
believed to be quite creditable under the circum: 
stances.’ When it is considered that the Hospital is 
located on 640 acres of splendid agricultural land, 
capable of vast productiveness, it will be seen to be 
an act of economy, on the part of the Legislature, to · 
furnish means sufficient for its rapid development. 


. We take pleasure in acknowledging our obliga: 
tions to the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway 


. Company, for their generosity and promptness, in 


putting down a side track for the benefit of the Hos- 
pital, at our request. And although we, were re- 
quired to, do the grading, it will be seen, by reference 
to the report of the Superintendent, that this was 
done without cost. The charge of $2.50 per car 
load by the Company, is a small item in comparison 
with the expense and loss of time in hauling, as here- 
tofore done, from the depot, a distance of almost 
three miles. 


The Trustees have so far, with'but a slight ex- 
ception, avoided the expense of an assistant physician. 
The time has arrived, however, when an assistant 
is demanded by the constantly increasing number of 
patients. In view of this fact we respectfully sug- 
gest that $750.00, the sum appropriated by the last 
Legislature for this purpose, is inadequate to secure 
the best medical talent imperatively required for the 
proper discharge of thé duties of an assistant. We sug- 
gest that at least $1,000.00 will be necessary to 
secure the services of a suitable physician. We take 
pleasure in stating that the resident officers are high- 
ly competent for their several positions, and are giv- 
ing entire satisfaction. ^ As a result the Hospital is

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ina very satisfactory condition, fulfilling faithfully 
the hopes and realizing the confident anticipations of 
the ‘Trustees. | 5 

We invite the appointment of the Governor, and 
a committee of thé two houses of the Legislature, 
for the purpose of a thorough inspection of the Hos- 
pital, prior to action looking to further appropria- 
tions. 


Beyond our suggestion as to the pay of an as- 


sistant physician, we do not desire to urge апу. 


material change in the laws relating to insanity. 
After visiting and making a personal study of several 
Hospitals for the Insane elsewhere, we find our own 
laws will compare favorably with other and older 
institutions. What is needed now chiefly is their 
liberal and faithful enforcement. : 


The contractors Messrs. Thornton, Moulton & 
Valentine, who built the west wing and.additions to 
the Hospital, under contract dated July 3d, 1883, 
and with whom -the Trustees fully settled on sdid 
contract, yet claim an unpaid balance for extras, 
amounting to $569.35, which the Trustees have 
hesitated to pay. The correctness and honesty of 
this bill of extras were not denied. But under the 
advice and instruction of W. L. Dow, the Architect 
of these improvements, who: at the time was also a 


member of our Board, we presented and claimed off- : ` 


sets to an equal or greater amount, and, as we be- 
lieved, equally correct and honest, which were 
rejected by the contractors. On the 4th of May 
last we tendered a voucher for $109.00 as a com- 
promise on final settlement of extras and off-sets. 
This offer being refused the Board has taken no 
further action on the subject. The contractors are 
highly competent mechanics, and citizens of first- 
class standing, against whom we make no complaint. 
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With this brief statement: of the facts, we find our: 
selves reluctantly compelled to refer the subject to 
the higher authority and wisdom of the Governor 


‘and Legislature. 


The contractors for boring and tubing an arte: 
sian well, Messrs. Vanderhule and. Southwick, claim 
an unpaid balance of $992.1 $,which the Trustees have 
not yet paid, they having received from the Trustees, 


оп the 14th day of August, 1883, the sum `of $500. 


The leading facts which governed the action of the 


‘Board, are substantially as follows: On the rath 


of May, 1883, the contractors, for the consideration 
of $1,300.00, commenced to bore and tube a three-inch 
well, for the supply. of water to the Hospital. On 
the 29th of June following but little progress had 
been made, when the Trustees caused a notice to be 
served upon them, to the effect that unless ‘greater 
progress was made -the Trustees would feel them- 
selves obliged to take such steps as the interests of 
the Hospital might require. The work dragged 
along until the roth day of the October following, at 
which time the workmen having made but little 
more progress, the Board caused a notice to'be served 
upon the bail of Vanderhule & Southwick, to the 
effect that they had failed to comply with their con- 
tract. On or about the 20th of October, 1883, the 


_ Trustees were verbally notified by Mr. Southwick 
‘that he had abandoned the well, and would not re- 


turn to it. The hole was only partially completed, 
when, on the 22nd day of October, 1883, the Board, 
under the pressure of a -stern necessity, made a con- 
tract with L. Karr for another well. This contract: 
was speedily completed, a flow being obtained at a — 
depth of 50614 feet, at a total cost of $1094.22. It 
will be seen, by the Superintendent’s report, that this 
well, by the aid of a wind-mill, is furnishing an 
abundance of water for present use. 
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After the second contract'had been well under 
way, Dr. Vanderhule personally renewed work on 
the abandoned well, .and finally succeeded in obtain- 
ing а small flow of water; which, whatever it may be 
worth, it is confessed, goes fo the benefit of the 
Hospital. The Trustees. had. exhausted the funds 
applicable to this purpose, and therefore could not 
pay, even if they had recognized the legality of the 
claim, If the claim, under the circumstances, is 
legally or equitably just, we have no desire to say. 
anything with à view merely to prevent payment. 
Our enly object is to state in brief the facts, as our 
records show them to exist. | |

To THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE DAKOTA 
HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE, | 


Gentlemen :—I respectfully submit the third bien- 
nial report, dating from Dec. rst, 1882 and closing 
on the 3oth day of Nov. 1884. The number of 
patients admitted during the two years has been 
greater than during any previous period of the same 
time since the opening of the institution. The fol. 
lowing statistics prepared from the records of the 
institution, so far as they are complete, exhibit the 
movements of the population, as also the social, 
mental and physical condition of the inmates for the 
above specified time. 


General Results and Observations. 


The number of patients under treatment at the 
close of the last biennial period was fifty-one. Of, 
this number nineteen were females and thirty-two, 
males. 


The number received since, from December 1st, 
1882 to November 3oth, 1884 was one hundred and 
eighty. Ofthis number one hundred and twenty. 
one were males and fifty-nine, females. 
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The total number under treatment for the biennial 
period ending November goth, 1884 was two hun- 
dred and thirty-one. Of this number one hundred 
and fifty-three were males and seventy-eight, fe- 
males, 


There remained at the close of the biennial term 
one hundred and fifty-three. Of this number ninety- 
three were males and sixty, females. 


Of fifty-five discharged during the two years, 
forty-one were cured, twelve iraproved and two un- 
improved. . 


There were eight escaped and eight died. Of 
those that died, one committed suicide, one died from 
hemorrhage of the lungs, two softening of the brain, 
one exhaustion, chronic nielancholia, one exhaustion 
acute melancholia, one exhaustion, acute mania, one 
exhaustion, chronic mania. 


By reference to the statement of deaths, it will 
be noticed that a large proportion of them resulted 
from chronic ailments of long standing and forms of 
disease necessarily fatal. 


The per cent, of recoveries of those under treat- 
mént for the two years ending November 3oth, 1884 
was about seventeen and one-half; of those improv- 
ed, a little over five.

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| REQUIREMENTS. : 
A NEW WING. + 
The building is now occupied to nearly its fullest 
capacity, except the third ward in the west wing, and 
from the rapidly increasing number of insane to be 
cared for, this vacant ward will soon have to be 
fitted up for the reception of patients. ` 


The necessity for an additional wing will be ap- - 
parent, when your attention is called to the rate of 
increase of patients during the past two years. 

The number of patients admitted from South Da- 
kota from December 1st, 1882, to November goth, 
1884 was one hundred and eight a gain of sixty- 
eight over the number admitted fron 1880 to 1882. 
At this rate of increase there will be two hundred 
and ninety-one patients to be cared for from South 
Dakota during the next two years. : 


Of the present number fifty came from North Da- 
kota, and if this number be removed to the James- 
town Asylum, our population will be one hundred 
and three. These taken with the probable increase 
during the next two years, will approximate to three 
hundred and ninety-four.. Allowing that twenty- 
five per cent. of this number may recover, there will 
yet be two hundred and ninety-five patients to be 
cared for, while the fullest capacity of the building is 
two hundred. 


An appropriation necessary for building an ad- 
ditional wing will be $28,000; for furnishing the same 


. $1,500. Unless such provision be made by the in- 


coming legislature, there must necessarily be a 
large number of the insane who will have to be 
cared for at home or lodged in jail, before another 
appropriation can be had. | 
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IMPROVEMENT OF SEWAGE, - .  — 


An appropriation of $1,500 is required for this 
purpose. It is conceded to be of the greatest im- 
portance to health, that all filth should be removed 
from buildings as ‘speedily as passible and disposed 
of in such a mariner that no injury may happen to 
mankind. ` It may be taken as a pretty safe general 
guide that all matter which gives off a disagreeable 
odor is dangerous, if allowed to remain near the 
hospital, nature thus giving us warning of the pres 
ence of something that may do us harm. By de- 
odorizing materials, much of the effluvium might be 
covered 1 up, but the cure would only be palliative. 


If the emanations from the sewage are allowed to 
exist around human habitations for any great length 
of time, diseases of a malignant type are liable to 
break out. Е 


The filth should be removed, and incorporated 
with the great natural deodorizer—the earth. If 
the character of the soil was such, that the water 
and liquid material could disappear by absorption and 
evaporation, the best obtainable results would be 
secured, and the foul water, through the action of 
the earth, air, and the influence of vegetation would 
be deprived of bad odor or other offensive quality 
it may have possessed. 


It appears only natural in this connection, that 
the amount of fertilizing material in liquid form 
that may be used on lands, is so large and valuable, 
that the best and most extended arrangements for 
utilizing it fully, on the score of profitable farm 
management, as well as to protect the streams from 
pollution, should be adopted. 


ICE HOUSE. 


An Ice House in connection with the Hospital ‘is 
needed very much; the temporary and very incon- 
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venient one at the barn, shouid be supplanted by a 
permanent one, located in proximity to the Hospital 
Building. 
As a matter of convenience, it is very. apparent; 
_ and the loss of so much ice occasioned by moving it, 
could thus be avoided. During the month of Aug- 
ust our supply of ice gave out, and necessitated an 
expense of $147 for ice during the balance of the 
season. An appropriation of $1,900, will be required 
for a building of sufficient size and proper structure 
in which to store the ‘ice. i 


THE BARN. 


Owing to the increase of stock and produce on the 

farm an extension should be made to the barn. The 

„necessary appropriation required for the improve- 
ment will be $2,000. 7 


SLAUGHTER HOUSE. 


> 


А. Slaughter House would be a decided improve- 
ment, as there is considerable butchering to do 
during the year, and the stock on the farm is constant- 
ly increasing. 

The amount necessary ‘for building a slaughter 
house, to carry’ out the successful operations of 
butchering will be $500. ۱ 


CHICKEN HOUSE, 


A Chicken House would be a valuable addition to 
the many improvements required. A large, com- 
modious and warm place for chickens should be pro- 
vided that they may do well Several hundred 
could be kept at a very small expense and the profit 
derived from them would be large. An appropriation 
necessary, before the successful management of poul- 
try raising can be secured, will be $500. 


EN 
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| AMUSEMENTS, 

I would suggest, as a source of amusement for the 
male patients, that the basement in the West’ Wing 
be fitted up into a ten pin alley. 

Patients of both sexes require more sources of | 
amusement, and if an appropriation be given for the 
purpose, those who are not physically or mentally 
incapacitated, will appreciate the favor, and it will aid 
very materially in the restoration to health of those 
committed to our care. 


The necessary appropriation for patients attend’ ' 
ing entertainments of various kinds, and converting 
the basement into a ten pin alley, will be $200. 


It is very important that there should be an ap. 
propriation of $700 to purchase a team and cone 
veyances, for the exclusive use of patients. s 


There is always a certain class of patients, the 
number varying from time to time, who are com- 
pelled to remain in the wards on account of their 
enfeebled condition—the paralytic and helpless, the 
very aged and absolutely demented. For this class 
of patients entrusted to our care, riding seems in- 
dispensable and would exert a salutary influence on 
their health. By this means much needed recreation 


‘of both mind and body could be secured, and the 


monotony of daily indoor life be beneficially broken. 


It seems sufficient to mention the subject that its 
importance be understood. 


ESTIMATES FOR MAINTENANCE, 

An appropriation of $20,304 is needed for the 
pay of employees, and if an additional wing be erected 
and made ready for occupancy in a year from the 
time the appropriation is made, $1,800 more will be 
required.

IMPROVEMENTS, 


NEW ADDITIONS, ETC, 
i 


° Since the last biennial report, the center building 
has been completed and furnished, except the attic. 
Plans and specifications have been made, and this 
much needed room will become an actual necessity 
soon, as our population increases from time to time. 


Anappropiation of $3,250, will be necessary for 
completing and furnishing this part of the main 
building. 

The West Wing was built and furnished, duplicat- 
ing the one on the east side. “The extension on the 
north of the main building, comprises the kitchen, 
store-room, laundry, chapel, boiler and engine house. 


The Gas House and the necessary apparatus for 
the manufacture of gas, are now ready for operation, 
but owing to the deficiency in the water supply until 
recently, we have not been able to begin the process. 
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A. temporary root house, eighteen by fifty feet, 
and seven feet high was made near the barn this fall. 
It is hoped that an appropriation will.be given to 
establish a more substantial and permanent structure, 
in which to store the vegetables and other produce 
of the farm. One made of brick would be very de- 
sirable and permanent, and, therefore the most 
economical. | 


A brick barn at the cost of $4,000, was erected 
west of the Hospital building. It willbe filled t its 
utm s+ capacity this winter, and sheds are being 
bui}: > shelter a large number of cattle. 


^ A ¿se track has recently been put in at the near- 
st poiut, three-quarters of a mile from the Hospital, 
on the С, M. & St. P. R. R. 


The grading was done at our expense. There 
was no actual outlay of money, the labor being per- 
formed largely by the inmates. The switch was 
laid and is operated by the Railroad Company, 
with añ actual cost of $2.50 per car to the institution. 


` This will be re-imbursed yearly by the convenience 
and reduction of labor which it affords in the hand- 
ling of freight received. — . | 


'The boilers have been thoroughly overhauled and 
repaired and are now in excellent. order. Laundry 
machinery, steam, water and gas pipes, fittings, etc. 
have all been repaired and placed in gcod condition 


f for the winter. 


The dispensary and library room is being fitted up, 
and the necessary drug furniture has been purchased. 
Speaking tubes from the office to the different 
wards are being connected. ; 

The system of ventilating the wards is being 
much improved by making cold air flues, connecting 
with the indirect radiators in the basement, thus

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supplying fresh air continuously ‘to the various 
wards. i 
۱ WATER SUPPLY. 


In this connection I will say that the fourteen foot 
wind mill recently purchased and erected fifty feet 
over the artesian well, is now supplying us with 
abundance of water. E 


Ever since the institution was established there 
has been a very great deficiency in the water supply. 
The two artesian and two ordinary wells had not 
furnished enough water to meet our actual necessi- 
ties. =з € 

The four cisterns with a capacity of about ` five 
hundred "barrels each, receive through galvanized 
tin conductors the rain-fall on the building, and are 
so connected that most of the water flows into the 
cisterhs connected with the steam pump. ^ 


The tanks at the top of the building; óne in the 
center апа опе`аё the end of each wing, are con- 
nected. -The water from the reservoirs and cisterns, 
drawn by the steam pump, is emptied into the cent- 
er tank, and the three equalize. 


All the water from one well, and the water con- 
ducted into this well from the engine room, is pump- 
ей, into the east tank by a fourteen foot wind mill. 


'The necessary hose to be attached to the stand 
pipe is of importance in case of:fire, the ‘first and 
second floors only being supped. The attic, where 
fire would most likely'occur, should be well protect- 
“ed, and the necessary fire extingtüshers always at 
hand. 


THE FARM. 


The farm, under the supervision of the Steward, - 
has been made to yield a bountiful harvest, The

garden has also. yielded bountiful returns for 
the labor, mostly of-patients, bestowed upon it. It 
has supplied all the. vegetables required during the 
summer. lwould call your attention to the Stew- 
ard's report for a detailed account of the operations 
of the farm, and to the Matron's report for the work 
done in the sewing room and culinary departments. . 

The necessary improvements to be completed as 
soon as possible, before severe cold weather comes 
on are as follows: i 

Grading about the barn, and stock yard; and 
sheds and a wood house to be built. The pit at the 
gas house shoulu be covered before filling with wat: 
er, or the manufacture of gas begun, else the frost 
may very materially interfere with its successful 
operation.

EMPLOYMENT, 


A very large number of patients of both ` sexes, 
who are physically capable of working are employed 
in various ways. 


The men work in the garden, on the farm, on the 
grounds, and also in the various departments of the 
Hospital building; while the women assist largely in 
the sewing room, washing room, and kitchen. A 
still larger number of both sexes labor in the dining 
rooms and wards of each department. A greater 
degree of interest is excited in their minds, by thus 
assisting in cari ying out the practical details of the 
establishment, which operates favorably upon their 
health and mental condition. , 


I consider useful«employment of very great benefit 
in the treatment of the insane, for it not only makes 
a large majority of them more contented than they 
would otherwise be, but prevents them from acquir- 
ing and. indulging in destructive habits, and tends . 
materially to ultimate recovery. 


a 
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A great amount of work has been done by the 
patients during the two years ending November 30, 
1884. The amount of work performed by them can 
not be accurately tabulated. The total number of 
days’ work by both sexes is 20,259. 

Notwithstanding the large number of patients who 
have been occupied in the various ways, a large pro- 
portion of the whole number are incapacitated by 
reason of dangerous delusion, or by mental or phys- 
ical incompetency. 


AMUSEMENTS, 


Many patients engage in numerous light pursuits, 
such as walking, reading, writing, dancing and 
various games within the building. 

Dancing parties are allowed in the amusement 
room, in which the sexes mingle together under 
proper supervision, and every judicious means at our 
command has been used to further the welfare and 
promote recovery of those committed to our care. . 


It is to be hoped that in the near future, the ample 
grounds will be much improved, for the benefit of 
the inmates, by having shaded walks and well kept 
lawns, ornamented with a great variety of flowers 
and foliage plants, which would afford a pleasant 
and restful means for passing the time. 


The daily average of patients walking, riding and 
attending entertainments during the biennial period 
was fifteen and one-third. 


CLASSIFICATION, 


The proper classification of thé patients of an in- 
stitution is a matter of great importance, and the re- 
quisite number of subdivisions into separate wards is 
essential to accomplish this end, Close attention 
should then be given to removal from one ward to 
another according to the varying conditions of the 
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physical and mental states of patients; great care is 
essential in securing social distinction. The varying 
conditions ofthe patient, as influenced by thestate, 
stage, and form of disease, as the violent, destruct- 
ive, greatly depressed and cleanly or otherwise, are 
circumstances to be considered in arranging the de- 
tails of classification.

HEALTH. 


The Asylum has been free from unusual sickness 
and a low rate of mortality has existed. All the deaths 
but one were from natural and unavoidable causes, 
and do not call for special comment—the per cent. 
of deaths being three and two-fifths of the number 
under treatment for the biennial period ending No- 
vember 30, 1884. The experience of all institutions 
for the care of the insane, forms an additional con- 
tribution to the correctness ofthe statement so fre- 
quently made, that the hope of recovery from insanity 
rests in properly directed treatment during the earli- 
est stage of the disease. The protection, good care, 
and comfort of the insane, depend upon the atten- 
dants in charge, and great pains should be taken in 
their selection and training. I can assure the Trus- 
tees that the general character of the service they 
have rendered, has been good, and improves from 
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time to time, While the whole theory of the care 
of the insane is founded upon restriction of personal 
liberty in some form, the application of mechanical 
appliances to the person has almost entirely ceased, 
from the fact that their use has to a great extent, been 
supplanted by increased and improved personal at- 
tendance. ‘The use of mechanical restraint has been 
confined to a limited number, to prevent self-mutila- 
tion at night and where there is a propensity to de- 
stroy clothing, etc. 


CONCLUSION. 


To the oificers and employees, I return my sin- 
cere thanks for their kind attentions Bx and faithful 
discharge of duties. 


Whatever measure of success has been attained, 
has been due to the advice and co-operation which 
has been accorded by the "Trustees. Earnestly 
commending the Hospitalin all its varied interests 
to the same attention which it has heretoforé receiv- 
ed at your hands, we enter on the duties of another 
period in the hope that each month may mark a 
steady advance in all that pertains to the welfare 
and restoration of those for whose special care the 
Hospital was established.
